The most hopeful sign at the present moment is the fact that moder- 


ating-' influences are being brought to bear by Germany, the close ally of 
Austria-Hungary, and by Bulgaria, the comrade in arms of Servia.

.of these nations arc now exerting themselves to avert a conflict.

£ Turkey are pretty well known to include access to the eastern markets, the

integrity of Albania, including the Adriatic coast of that country and com- 
pensation for Roumanla, which always has claimed that when Bulgarian 
'territory is extended her borders likewise should spread.

The Austro-Hungarian minister at Belgrade' who has Just returned to his 


post, informed tho Servian government of these proposals and suggested 
that a seasonable settlement would be that Austria in return for corres- 
ponding privileges in the Balkan ports and in the railroads lending to them 
should give.
